"I am entirely a self made man," 
said Miss Bertha Eppateiu, who baa 
charge of the 41 flats and some other 
property near the corner of Indiana 
avenne and Twenty-second street, as 
she langhingly turned from her big 
office desk and prepared to chat of the 
work whioh brings her in a pletborio 
income. 


"You see,"she continued, "I was 
left an orphan when I was a little obild. 
It basn't been qnite so easy as it might 
have been to make my own way, for I 
am absolutely incapable of filling a po­ 
sition save when I am in authority. It 
isn't that I don't want to, but that I 
one not. I really am not worth 5 oents a 
day in a subordinate position. 
Bnt I 
have forged ahead, for I have always 
believed I could do what others have 
done, and I have never taken a back

step. 
I have kept books and have done 
various othor things, but it was not un­ 
til I undertook my present work that I 
found my congenial vooatiou. Why, do 
you know I like my present work so 
well that I cannot think of anything I 
would prefer to it. " 


Miss Eppstein says that there is noth­ 
ing she is more proud of than that dur­ 
ing the last year, when so many build­ 
ings have stood ompty, not one of her 
41 flats have been unoccupied a whole 
month and that she has not in that 
length of time lost 1 per cent of her 
gross receipts. 
She devotes her whole 
time to her work, and although she is 
thoroughly businesslike she does not 
make it wholly a matter of business. 
She is like the bead of a large, conglom­ 
erate family, and it is the common hab­ 
it of her tenants to come to her as free­ 
ly for advice and sympathy in regard to 
the sick baby and other family affairs as 
about leaking steam pipes or falling 
plaster. In speaking of this she said: 


"I am sure my tenants like me, and I 
am sure I want them to, bnt while I 
hold myself always ready to serve them 
I never accept social attentions from 
them, and above all I discourage gossip. 
I try to put myself in tbeir place and as 
near as possiblo do for them what I 
would like to have done for myself. 
I 
never promise a thing that I do not do, 
and I see to it that the small things 
upon whioh the comfort of a family so- 
greatly depends receive attention. " 


Miss Eppstein believes that the work 
she is doing is admirably suited' to the 
oapaoity of many women—in faot, that 
they would be much more successful 
than most men in renting and caring 
for flats from the faot that they are, aa 
a rule, more willing to give attention to 
details than men, and upon such atten­ 
tion the success of large apartment 
buildings depends. 
In her work Miss 
Eppstein is qnite unrestricted. The col­ 
lecting, advertising, hiring and discharg­ 
ing help and the bookkeeping are all 
her care, and yet she is as enthusiastio 
and buoyant as if she had not a respon­ 
sibility in the world. —Chicago Tribune.

The Woman's Suffrage Movement. 


The movement for woman 
suffrage 
began in conservative New England, 
and its advocates were regarded as dan­ 
gerous fanatics. However, they became 
so strong that a law was passed author­ 
izing women to vote atsohool elections, 
a privilege that very few availed them­ 
selves of. Now England has taken rath­ 
er an adVauood step, and social relations 
did not appear to be so greatly disturb­ 
ed as had been confidently predicted by 
leading writers, and Wyoming, where 
there were very few women, gave them 
suffrage and invited believers in it to 
settle there. The proceeding was a pop­ 
ular one, and the territory of Washing­ 
ton followed Woyming subsequently, 
incorporating woman suffrage in its 
stato constitution. ^Jtah followed suit, 
and Colorado also put in a bid for the 
women. Then Illinois allowed them to 
vote at municipal eleotions. 
Kansas 
gave them suffrage, and Ohio provided 
for them a ballot in school elections. 
Several other states gave them a limited 
ballot. A change had come about, even 
moderate wife beating was discontinued, 
and the Russian proverb, always re­ 
garded as sonnd philosophy, that "a 
man should love his wife as he does his 
dog and beat her as he does his jacket," 
now sounds brutal and unoivilizod. A 
married woman oau even draw her 
wages in case she is employed without 
rendering her employer liable to the de­ 
mands of her husband. 


It would bo very diffioult to prophesy 
how far the social and political revolu­ 
tion will extend, but the progress has 
been surprising.—Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Danger In Heavy Clothing.

I feel tired and exhausted all 
the time and have no spirits for any­ 
thing, and yet there does not seem to 
be anything, really the matter with me.' 


"I asked her a lot of questions about 
herself and could not see any cause for 
the symptoms she described, and as I 
had bad several

complaints 
within the week I felt quite puzzled. 
Suddenly an idea struck ma 'Will you 
step on nty weighing machine?' I ask­ 
ed. 'I would like to know your weight' 
'Oh, doctor,' she remonstrated, 'I real­ 
ly have lost a good deal, but with this 
skirt yon oould not tell anything. It 
weighs at least 10 to 12 pounds.' 'Ah, 
that ia exaotly what I want to get at,' I 
answered. 'Go home, my dear madam, 
take off that heavy skirt and heavy

The old custom of writing

of" on letters to be delivered by a 
friend or by one of the family is also 
considered passe, the street and number 
being sufficient. When leaving the city

C." written in the lower left hand cor­ 
ner may be sent to all on whom you 
should have callod to say goodby.

Fashioned l a Clay From Urins Models, 
ncofcta Used tin Displaying Articles of 
Wearing Atofttelr-Tl» Beautiful Veneer 
Needed S6 Worth of Repairs. 


"Come down here, Sweet Marie, and 
let me unlace yon." A customer In <mo 
of the Sixth avenue shops was Btartled 
by the above remark, and tuning saw 
one of the clerks removing a dainty 
black corset from the wax bust that 
stands all day in the shop window look­ 
ing out at the passengers on the elevat­ 
ed road. 


The clerk explained that she and the 
other girls in that department had 
given 
names to each of these waxen figures. 
"They seem almost alive to us," said 


aha 


Most of the wax figures used for this 
purpose are no longer imparted, but are 
made in this city. 
The manufacturer 
has his workrooms in Canal street 


A reporter who visited the place at 
first fancied he had entered the dressing 
room of some living pictures. 
Directly 
opposite the door sat a figure clothed 
only in a suit of woven underwear and 
a pair of high heeled slippers. In a far 
corner sat another figure clad in black 
tights. There were several other figures 
in wax standing about the room, but the 
long lashes never quivered over the 
bright eyes, nor did the smiling lips re­ 
lax, 
nor the pink flush on the cheeks 
deepen at the coming of a stranger in 
their midst. 


The proprietor gave an interesting ac­ 
count of how a wax figure is barn into 
the world, be it an Indian warrior or a 
seciety belle wearing a riding habit and 
seated on a horse's back. He has made 
over 800 wax models in eight years. He 
says that a beautiful arm is about the 
most difficult thing to find in a model 
There was a dimpled wax one, with a 
tiny, flowerlike hand, fastened to one of 
the ladies in tights. It was not molded 
from the oast of a professional model's 
arm, 
but from that of a girl who worked 
up stairs. When she found she had an 
arm 
that could earn more money from 
being beautiful than it could by its skill 
in work, she went away to become a 
professional model as to arms. But this 
artist in wax has six models of the per­ 
fect arm, so it isn't likely that his 
waxen women will ever be "Venus de 
Miloe." 


In making a wax figure the pose of 
the living model is first arranged. Then 
a clay model is made from the living 
a 
Over the clay model is formed the 
plaster cast. When this is hard, the 
melted wax, which has previously been 
colored the desired flesh tint, is poured 
in and left to harden to a certain thick­ 
ness. Then the superfluous wax, which 
has not yet cooled, is poured out, and 
the proper thickness is given to the plas­ 
ter oast shaped like the living model 


The hair is pot on one hair at a time, 
and 
with due regard to the way it should 
grow. This work is done by five young 
women. 
The delicate work of melting 
the wax out of the eye sockets and from 
between the lips, tinting the lips and 
cheeks and fastening in the eyes and 
teeth is left for the artist The eyes used 
are much like those in a wax doll, but 
the teeth are as natural as the dentist's 
skill can make them. 


When a figure is ordered to advertise 
a corset, the model must lace herself in 
one of the corsets to be advertised as 
tightly as women pictured in a fashion 
paper. It is therefore necessary that the 
model shall be built on different lines 
from those who usually pose for paint­ 
ers. 
The price of a life size figure is from 
$100 to $200. 
For a bust the price is 
$40. Repairs cost $6 or $7 a year, for, 
unlike real flesh and blood beauties who 
thrive on admiration, these big wax 
dolls become worn and faded from being 
exhibited. 
At such times they are sent 
back to the artist in a box to be fresh­ 
ened up. 


One of these great boxes stood in the 
corner of the workroom the other day. 
Inside was a beautiful figure in fencing 
costume. Her head was thrown back, 
her arched foot was thrown forward 
and 
her lovely arms held in proper posi­ 
tion for a bout with the foils. 
The art­ 
ist will mend the broken finger, fix the 
hair, touch up the flesh tints, arrange 
the costume and give the figure a life­ 
like poise. Then she will be put in the 
box and sent to her owner, with a bill 
for $6. 


If you ask the art is*-where he found 
the model for his cherubs, he will only 
smile and say, "I never give the names 
of my models,'' but it would be a fair 
guess to conclude that his favorite model 
for that bit of dimpled work is his own 
child.—New York World.

With "Transatlantic Bardlets" as his 
headline, a writer in the London Satur­ 
day Review prefaces some rather savage 
criticism of several books of verse recent­ 
ly published in America with the fol­ 
lowing lively remarks: 


They are uncommonly like the Eng­ 
lish poetlings, these transatlantic bard­ 
lets, bat there are more of them. This is 
not because the States are less poetical 
than the mother country, but because 
they have more people. Moreover, "cul-. 
tore" is generally held in higher esteem 
there, and to appear in print is an un­ 
doubted mark of having obtained it, Just 
as a university degree is a proof, among 
the English middle classes, of its proud 
possessor's right to be regarded as a 
scholar and a gentleman. 


But if the authorship of a book is a 
certificate of taste and reading it be­ 
comes a diploma in honors when that 
book consists of metrioal matter. Now, 
about 75 per oent of moderately educat­ 
ed persons can write lines which some­ 
times scan, often rhyme and occasional­ 
ly make sense, and a painfully large pro­ 
portion of these are impelled to establish 
their characters in the eyes of their 
neighbors by the publication of these so 
called verses. A little money or the 
power of deluding a publisher's reader, 
a simple tribe, is all that is needed. It 
must be added that at times the'' pjoema'' 
are 
a genuine trade success, as are in 
England, for instance, the innocent 
maunderings of Sir Edwin Arnold and 
Mr. 
Lewis Morris, a fact which encour­ 
ages scores, nay, hundreds, of other am­ 
bitious and avaricious rhymesters to 
emulate the lucky men. 


In the States, too, they have their dear 
little cliques of mutual admirers, like 
our fair brotherhood of the Rhymers' 
olub and the Bodley Hea4, who gener­ 
ously praise one another's songs—which 
they read (or neglect to read) in presen­ 
tation copies—and they thus maintain 
one another's spirit on a little butter. 
And then, of course, there are always 
one's aunts and sisters and wives and 
that sort of thing. 
There are more of 
these in the United States than here; 
hence there is more minor poetry. 


PAPA WAS
